Then they 
thought that their ſtaying at 
home for the Defence of their 
own Religion, and to oppoſe the 
threatned Uſurpation and Invaſi- 


on of the Haliſts under Cha-abas * 
condud,was the ſame thing as their 
flying from Perſecution at home 


into another Country, now that 


their Head, their King, their Pro-- 
tector had abandon'd them to the 


Fury of their moſt barbarous and 
bloody Enemies ; was the ſame 
thing as flying from Perſecution, 
had their Emperor ſtaid to.prote&t 
them.- 

They therefore joyntly Crown- 


ed Prince So/;zman and the Princels 


Zelinda, asthe next Heirs to the 


Crown, which had been forfeited - 


to them-by Amurat's abandoning 
of it ; and they took thoſe uſual 
Oaths which are tender'd to all the 
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Emperour's at their Coronation ; 
and the People acknowledg'd 
them to be their Lawful King 
and Queen, and on that account 
{wore to them the Oaths of O- 
| bedience, 'Allegiance and Submiſ- 
ſion, which were uſual on ſuch 
occaſion ; all which was confirm'd 
by the Grand Council of the Em-
